Jobn Joanson, an Icelander, who came 
out with a party of 170 Icelandic immi- 
grants who reached Winnipeg on Satur- 
day last, arrived in Calgary this morning. 
He represents three families who are go- 
ing to settle in Medicine Vailey, Red Deer, 
and who will be here about Sunday next. 
These families have come out to Alberta 
through correspondence between Icelanders 
already in Alberta and their friends in 
the mcther country. The Medicine Valley 
settlement appears to be the mest prosper- 
ous of any of the Icelandic settlements in 
Canada. Thé Icelanders just arrived in 
Winnipeg ure gathered from all parts of 
the island,—from ‘‘ the south quarter, the

On that point a corres- 
pondent says:— Canada has for 
many years carried ou an exien- 
sive trade in the shipment of 
young stock to Buffalo and 
other States markets. By the 
recent change in the American 
tarifl, whereby all imported live 
stock was burdened with an al- 
most prohibitive duty, the farm- 
ers of Canada were obliged to 
look in another direction for 
some outlet for their young lean 
stock. Naturally,; this was 
found at Gisaaow and Aberdeen, 
where for some years past feed- 
ers have been successfully 
handling the half-fatted cattle 
usually shipped in the fall, So 
far therefore trom being any 
drain on the resources of the! 
Dominion, it is simply a diver-| 
sion from one market to another, 
and one that will be followed 
by the best results.”
